A TRADER is angry that Ormskirk Market was 
allowed to go ahead last Saturday (December 
4) despite a forecast for strong winds which he 
says made it dangerous for stall holders and 
shoppers. 

The borough council say the decision to not 
cancel the market was taken on site and “took 
into account weather conditions and traders' 
feedback.” 

One trader, however, said the situation was 
“extremely dangerous” as the winds picked up in 
the afternoon damaging some of the gazebo style 
stalls. 

He says the market should have been cancelled 
as strong winds were forecast. 

The market trader wrote to the Our West Lan- 
cashire group: “I operate on Ormskirk Market

two days a week. The market’s manager opens 
the gates, goes home and returns to close the 
gates, there is no one on duty in-between. 

“On Saturday the market was allowed to go on 
even though gusts of up to 50mph were forecast. 

“The whole episode was extremely dangerous, I 
personally lost my gazebo roof and all traders 
had to rush on and dismantle. 

“If anyone had been hurt there would of been 
no one available to help.”

changes to the market were made in 
2020, we discovered that the council’s 
health and safety manager at the time 
was not even consulted. 

“We raised concerns then about the 
suitability of gazebos in strong winds 
compared to the traditional market stalls 
and were assured the market would be 
cancelled if gales were forecast. 

“It’s very concerning then to have mar- 
ket traders themselves expressing their 
concerns after gazebos roofs went flying 
in the bad weather on Saturday. 

“This mustn't happen again as 
someone could be injured.” 

A spokesman for West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council responded: “A council 
officer was on site at the market at 
6.30am. 

“During the first few hours, the weather 
conditions were changeable but the market was 
still able to go ahead.

LANCASHIRE Police’s annual drink 
and drug-driving campaign has 
launched and they have warned that 
anybody found to be over the limit 
will face the full force of the law.

Chief Inspector Pat Worden of the Lancashire 
Police TacOps team, said: “Over the next month we 
will be out and about on the roads and will be stop- 
ping motorists at checkpoints right across the 
county doing alcohol and drug screening tests. We 
will not hesitate to prosecute anybody who is found

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Mum and friends of 
murdered Alex ‘still 
fighting for justice’ 
Documentary puts spotlight on case of 


stab victim from Skelmersdale who was 
killed in frenzied knife attack in Parbold

THE mother and friends of Alex 
Davies from Skelmersdale who 
was murdered in 2019 have 
spoken on TV about how they 
are still fighting for justice after 
his killer spent only two hours 
in prison after sentencing 
before being moved to a 
psychiatric hospital. 

MTV’s True Life Crime UK high- 
lighted the case of Alex, 18, who 
was killed by Brian Healless, now 
20 and from Chorley, on April 29, 
2019. Alex’s body was discovered 
at a secluded area of Parbold Hill 
known as Alder Covert. 

They had met on the dating app 
Grindr and then arranged - via 
private social media messages - to 
meet up in person. 

Alex’s body was found days later 
on May 1. The programme high- 
lighted that Alex had been 
stabbed 128 times. Officers 
involved in the show said that the 
murder weapon - a kitchen knife - 
was found near the body. Alex had 
also suffered two breaks to his 
nose, black eyes and bruising to 
his head. 

In 2020 Healless was found 
guilty at Preston Crown Court of 
murdering Alex, and was told he 
must serve at least 24 years in 
prison.

“two hours” in jail after senten- 
cing Healless was moved to the 
psychiatric hospital Guild Lodge 
in Preston where he had been 
treated before his conviction. 

Psychiatrists had said Healless 
was suffering from paranoid 
schizophrenia when the murder 
took place. During the trial, his 
defence claimed his responsibil- 
ity for the killing was diminished 
by his mental state. But this was 
rejected by jurors.

after Healless killed Alex, he had 
been in contact with at least two 
other people, and had set in 
motion arrangements to meet 
them. 

On the show Alex’s mum, Bev 
said: “In my opinion the killer 
should never be let out. He is just 
too dangerous. I do wonder to this 
day if it is all put on. Does he actu- 
ally have paranoid schizophrenia 
given the fact that he is so calcu- 
lating and evil?” 

Alex’s close friend Leon, com- 
mented on the show: “We have 
still not attained justice in a way, 
and we need to do that.” 

The show also highlighted issues 
around the safety of using dating 
apps and the safety of meeting up 
with strangers for the first time. 

Following the show Lancashire 
Police issued the following advice: 
“While nobody should ever be 
made to feel unsafe, people may 
want to take precautions such as: 
arranging to meet somewhere 
busy; telling a friend or family 
member where you are going and 
who you are going with; arran- 
ging to call a friend at a certain 
time so that they know you are 
safe; and sharing your GPS loca- 
tion with a trusted friend or family 
member via your smartphone.”

Tarleton Academy to 
be ‘net zero’ carbon 
emitting facility

TARLETON Academy school 
will be ‘net zero carbon’ in 
operation, say the firm 
behind the development. 

The £25million academy 
for 750 pupils will be built 
by contractor Willmott Dixon on land adjacent to 
the existing school, which will remain in use until 
the new building is open in September 2023. 

West Lancashire Borough Council’s Planning Com- 
mittee approved the proposals for the new school in 
September of this year subject to conditions. 

A council report stated: “The proposed develop- 
ment will facilitate enhanced education 
accommodation for teaching and sports facilities 
ee the principle of development is thus suppor- 
ted.” 

The school will include 36 classrooms as well as a 
range of sports facilities such as a 20metre swim- 
ming pool for use by the school and local 
community, and a new fitness suite. 

The replacement multi-use games area would be 
used by the school and the community.

Three full-size netball courts and four tennis 
courts would be provided. This space could be used 
for other sports as required. 

Willmott Dixon said the academy will be “net-zero 
carbon” in operation and this will be achieved using 
an “enhanced building envelope” to maximize air 
tightness, alongside triple glazed windows. 

It will also benefit from renewable energy genera- 
tion comprising both ground source and air source 
heat pumps. 

The roof will also feature solar panels. 

Willmott Dixon in the North managing director 
Anthony Dillon said: “We are delighted to be work- 
ing with the Department for Education at Tarleton 
Academy to deliver a world class learning environ- 
ment, which will be net zero carbon in operation.

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Scam warning 
over fake 
Omicron tests 


PEOPLE are being warned about a bogus social 
media post encouraging people to apply for Omic- 
ron Covid-19 tests. 

The county council’s Trading Standards team has 
received reports of the posts, which ask people to 
‘Apply now for an Omicron PCR test to avoid restric- 
tions’. 

There is in fact no NHS test being offered specific- 
ally aimed at the Omicron variant of Covid-19. 

The posts contain a link which leads to a fake NHS 
website, which may ask for payment or bank details. 

Anyone receiving social media posts or emails 
which offer Omicron coronavirus tests or similar 
should forward them to report@phishing.gov.uk 

County Councillor Peter Buckley, cabinet member 
for community and cultural services, said: “It’s 
barely a week since the first cases of the Omicron 
variant of Covid-19 were reported in the UK and the 
scammers are on to it already. 

“Omicron is very worrying to many people and it’s 
awful that these crooks are praying on people’s con- 
cerns and vulnerabilities to get their personal 
details. 

“Once these fraudsters have your details, they can 
commit identity theft, take money from your 
account, or pass them on to organised crime net- 
works, so it’s vital you don't reply and report them as 
soonas possible. 

“There is no specific test for this variant of Covid- 
19. If you want to get tested, you need a general 
coronavirus test, details are available from the NHS 
website.”

DISABLED access should be improved at a 
church in Halsall so wheelchair users can attend 
services, says a villager. 

Raymond Brookfield said he first raised the issue 
with St Cuthbert’s Church three years ago, after he 
attended a funeral and two wheelchair users had to 
be carried up the steps at the entrance to the 
churchyard. 

He said he brought up his concerns with the vicar 
at the time and later with the Bishop and Arch- 
deacon and Halsall Parish Council but with no 
satisfactory outcome. 

Mr Brookfield said: “The disabled should be able 
to attend church for the happy times like weddings 
and christenings and the church services. 

“Tt is cruel they cannot attend the funerals of their 
loved ones or friends. 

“The alterations required to remedy the access for 
the disabled could be done within a few weeks. 

“The work is at the entrance to the churchyard at 
the lyche gates, and would involve removing part of 
the five steps and ramping the access. 

“So please whoever is in charge of the church 
make it happen so the disabled can attend this won-

derful church on the hill with dignity and 
compassion.” 

A spokesman for The Diocese of Liverpool said: 
“We take the access to our buildings for all church- 
goers extremely seriously. 

“An Inspecting Surveyor has reviewed access to St

“They have looked at how best to ensure ease of 
access to the church and its grounds, including 
remodelling the paths and installing a platform lift. 

“This review takes into consideration the gradient 
of the path, the lynch gate structure plus the poten- 
tial excavation in the churchyard as early burials 
may be encountered, even under the pathways A 
simple ramp would not suffice.”

Lack of traffic control caused 
chaos after sewer collapse 


The collapse of a sewer on Derby Street, Ormskirk 
recently closed the one-way system around the 
town centre for around two weeks. 

At the same time, another collapse caused the 
closure of Square Lane, Burscough (A5209) for the 
same period. 


The A5209 links the A59 with the M6 via Parbold. 


Traffic in both directions was diverted along 
Junction Lane, which has a restriction over the rail- 
way bridge that reduces traffic to a single lane, 
controlled by traffic lights to alternate directions of 
travel. 

The lights-controlled junction at the lower end of 
Junction Lane with the A59 involves sharp turns, 
left for Ormskirk- and Southport-bound traffic and 
right for M6-bound traffic. 

There was no forewarning in place for the closure 
of Square Lane; there were just ‘road closed’ and 
‘diversion’ signs at both ends of the diversion. 

Traffic along Junction Lane was extremely heavy 


and slow moving, spilling out onto roads at both ends. 


In Ormskirk, there was a ‘road closed’ sign on 
Derby Street and a ‘diversion’ sign directing traffic 


down Burscough Road. At the end of the road were 
two diversion signs, directing traffic right towards 
Burscough (into the traffic jam) and one directing 
traffic left, back towards where much traffic had 
come from, with no destinations shown. 

Some drivers didn’t turn left onto Burscough Road 
from Derby Street, but turned into the car park and 
through to Railway Road then left to Derby Street, 
causing danger to users of the car park. 

Drivers, who had no local knowledge, of through 
traffic towards Wigan, St Helens and the M58 had 
no choice but to join the apparent merry-go-round 
via Bursough Road. 

Where was the county council’s highway depart- 
ment in managing traffic flows? 

It might not be so depressing if that same depart- 
ment wasn’t behind the road narrowing works that 
will be imposed on Derby Street early in the New 
Year. 

Are we to expect the same lack of control then?

Property tax a fairer way of raising 
revenue given rising house prices 


I could not agree more with 
Janet Ingman’s letter that the 
laws need to change to stop 
people avoiding tax by hiding 
it offshore. 

However, I also have sym- 
pathy for the idea of a property 
tax. 

Michael Heseltine introduced 
the Council Tax to replace the 
proposed and unpopular com- 
munity charge, commonly 
known as the poll tax. 

He says in his autobiography 
that the head of the prime min- 
ister’s policy unit was insistent 


that there should be a cut-off 
point, so that the value cat- 
egories (Bands A to H) did not 
continue on and up beyond a 
certain threshold. 

This means council tax paid 
by somebody living in a multi- 
million-pound property is a 
maximum of just three times 
that of the humblest abode. 

There has been an explosion 
in the value of many homes 
mainly in London so that now 
over half a million homes are 
valued at more than a million 
pounds and by 2030 there will 


be three times as many. 

I would not want to see a 
change in the Council Tax sys- 
tem, but a few people have 
been unhampered by a tax in 
proportion to the value of their 
property for up to 30 years. 

So, I would like to see a tax 
on property. 

It will not happen because so 
many MPs of all colours own 
properties worth more than a 
million pounds.

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An increase of 12,663.64% doesn’t 
even sound like a real number! 


CUPRAS sales people must be delighted. 
They’ve achieved the sort of mind-numbing 
numbers that'd make a Zimbabwean banker 
wince. 

You see, an increase of 12,663.64 per cent 
doesn’t even sound like a real number, unless 
its the proportion of the British population 
to have streamed Adeles latest album, but 
it is, according to the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, entirely legit. 
SEAT’s go-faster spinoff brand, you see, has 
sold a shade more than 7,000 new cars in the 
UK this year, compared to just 55 over the 
same period in 2020. Its star is definitely in the 
ascendancy, especially as its all-electric Born 
is in the running for European Car of the Year. 

But Cupra’s figure one of the weird outliers 
- the other one being Polestar, which is still 
getting into its stride and thus managed a 500 
per cent increase despite only selling 3,663 
cars here - in an overall market where new car 
registrations are up on a lockdown-tastic 2020, 
but only just. Hats off to Hyundai and Kia 
for pulling off some of the more meaningful 
increases, with the former managing to shift 
just under 65,000 cars compared to 44,000 last 
year, whereas Jaguar, Ford and Alfa Romeo 
in particular will have been had a stern “See 
me after class” scrawled across their freshly 
marked homework, with each around 20 per 
cent down on this time last year. It used to be 
a given that Ford’s Fiesta was the nation’s best- 
selling new car but now it’s down to eighth 
place, having been overtaken not just by 
Vauxhall’s Corsa but the Polo, Golf, Qashqai 
and MINI among others. 

But the real winner, in my book, is MG 
because it’s managed to flog 29,474 new cars 
here so far this year, compared to just under 
17,000 this time last year - okay, it’s not 
12,5000 per cent, but a 73 per cent uplift for 
a company that was already selling a serious

number of cars to begin with is impressive 
stuff. Once you strip out the performance- 
focused brands for whom even a tiny uplift 
can skew the numbers - I’m looking at you, 
Alpine - I reckon that’s probably the moral 
victor in the SMMT’s numbers, and I reckon 
it’s almost entirely to do with electric cars. 

All-electric cars - or BEVs, in the number 
cruncher’s lingo - now account for 18.8 per 
cent of the UK car market, meaning that the 
amount of them that were buying has nearly 
doubled over the past 12 months. If I ran a 
dealership specialising entirely in diesel cars, 
on the other hand, I'd probably be reaching 
for the Jack Daniels right about now - derv- 
burner sales are down a dizzying 63 per cent. 

That I reckon, is the real reason behind 
some of the numbers here - MG has made all- 
electric crossovers its schtick, while Kia and 
Hyundai both have zero emissions offerings 
in the running for European Car of the Year. 
So does Ford, of course, with the Mustang 
Mach-E, but that’s the only one it offers and 
it starts at £45k. The poor old Fiesta doesn't 
come in electric form, but the Corsa and MINI 
do. 

Thats where the numbers are making a 
difference. The real question is, can Cupra pull 
off another 12,500 per cent sale increase next 
year? No pressure, chaps...
